Ready Io Lift Military Control Over 
Western Germany When German. 


Federal Republic 


WASHINGTON ( The 
United States, Britain and France 
announced today they are ready 
to end military control over West- 
ern Germany as soon as a pros 
posed “German Federal Republic’ 
is set up. 

Occupation forces would remain 
in Germany under top civilian 
control, 

A joint communique said “com- 
plete agreement” on “the whole 
range” of outstanding German is- 
sues was reached in conferences 
here among the foreign ministers 
of the three powers—Secretary of 
State Acheson, Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin of Britain, and For- 
eign Minister Robert Schuman of 
France, 

The pronouncement appeared 
certain to harden further the dif- 
ferences between the three pow- 
ers, on the one hand, and Kussia, 
on the other, over Germany's fu- 
ture. Diplomatic authorities an- 
ticipate it will touch off fresh 
propaganda blasts from the 
Soviets. 





Is Established 


Schuman said the three-power 
agreement leaves the way open 
for Russian participation and 
that “it is now up to Russia.” 

iHe added at a news conference: 

“We have stated that the reor- 
ganization of Germany is in order. 
We have done this for Western 
Germany. 

“It is up to Russia to state if 
this is applicable to the whole of 
Germany.” 

Schuman added that any Ger- 
man discussions with Russia woulc 
resume at the point where they 
were broken off in 1947. 

With the establishment of the 
German republic, the communique 
said, the military governors in 
Germany will be replaced by high 
commissioners and military com- 
manders will remain only to head 
the occupation forces. 

It added “the functions of the 
Allied authorities will become 
mainly supervisory.” 

The high commissioners “will 
be the supreme Allied agency of 
control.”

“Tf in the first stage of any 
future war we should lose all foot- 
hold on the Eurasian continent 
and in North Africa, then victory 

if achieved at all—-would re- 
quire 10 or 20 years of war—or 
perhaps moré.” 

General Omar Bradley, army 
chief of staff, speaking in New 
YYork City also rejected any idee 
that, in case of attack, European 
ground forces should bear the 
brunt while the United States de- 
voted its initial efforts to air 
strikes. And he pointed out that 
“at present the balance of military 
sower is centered in the United 
States, 3,000 miles from the heart 
of Europe.” 

As a matter of fact, since we 
must maintain a big standing 
army anyway, there is no special 
hardship involved in having some 
of it stationéd in Europe. 

Secretary Royall said he didn’t 
believe war was imminent, and 
that he didn’t mean his talk to 
sound warliké. However, he 
thought the best way to prevent 
hostilities is to let it be known 
that America is ready for them. 

That’s a thought which it may 
be useful to carry a step further 
If there is war it won’t be because 
of the Atlantic Pact but despite 
it. The Pact is expected by thr 
signatures to be a powerfful de- 
terrent/of war. Thus it may be- 
come the medium for creating 2 
more conciliatory spirit. 

We can't rule out the possibility 
that, once it is clear the cold war 
is at a stalemate in Euroy@, the 
east and west may be able to 
solve some of their differences.
